HERE As by an Act made in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, intituled, “ An Act for the further Improvement of His Ma- 
jeſtys Revenue of Cuſtoms; and for the Encouragement of Officers making Seizures; and for the Prevention of the clan- 
* deſtine Running of Goods into any Part of His Majeſty's Dominions, ” it is, amongſt other Things, enacted, That for the 
more effectual Prevention of the infamous Practice of Smuggling, and for the better Encouragement of the Officers and Sea- 
men of all ſuch Ships and Veſſels of War belonging to His Majeſty, His Heirs, and Succeflors, who may be employed in 
preventing the clandeſtine Running of Goods on the Coaſts of Great Britain and Ireland, and of the other Dominions and 
e Colonies belonging to the Crown of Great Britain, One Moiety of the Nett Produce ariſing by the Sale of Smuggling Veſ- 
ſels and prohibited Goods, which ſhall be fo ſeized after the Firſt Day of May, 1763, and condemned and fold according to 
Law (the Charges whereof being firſt deduced) ſhall be veſted in the ſaid Officers and Seamen ; and His Majeſty is thereby

empowered to cauſe the ſame to be divided amongſt the ſaid Officers and Seamen, in ſuch Proportions, and in ſuch Manner, as His Majeſty, 


His Heirs, and Succeſſors, ſhall think fit to order and direct, by any Order or Orders of Council, or by any Proclamation or Proclamations, to 
be made or iſſued, from time to time, for that Purpoſe ; and His Majeſty is likewiſe empowered by the ſaid Act, to make a Diſtribution of any 
other Part of all and every the Seizure and Seizures that ſhall be made by ſuch Officers and Seamen reſpectively ; the Money ariſing by the Sale 
of which other Part is directed by the ſaid Act to be paid into the Exchequer.

TO the Captain or Captains of any ſuch Ships or Sloops, who ſhall be actually on Board at the Seizure of any Smuggling V.lel, or pro- 
hibited Goods, Three Eighth Parts, to be equally divided amongſt them; to the Captains of Marines and Land Forces, Sea Lieutenants and 
Maſters, on Board any ſuch Ships or Sloops, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them; to the Lieutenants and Quarter Maſters 
of Marines, and Lieutenants, Enſigns, and Quarter Maſters of Land Forces, Boatſwain, Gunner, Purſer, Carpenter, Maſter's Mate, Surgcoin, 
Pilot, and Chaplain, on Board any ſuch Ships or Sloops, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them; to the Midſhipmen, Se- 
cretary to Flag Officers, Captain's Clerk, Maſter Sailmaker, Carpenter's Mates, Boatſwain's Mates, Gunner's Mates, Maſter at Arms, Corporals, 
Yeomen of the Sheets, Coxſwain, Quarter Maſters, Quarter Maſters Mates, Surgeons Mates, Yeomen of the Powder Room, and Serjeants of

2d, With Regard to Seizures made by the Officers and Men of Cutters, commanded by Lieutenants. 


TO the Lieutenant commanding ſuch Cutter, who ſhall be actually on Board at the Seizure of any Smuggling Veſſel, or prohibited Goods, One 
Half Part: To the Second Maſter and Pilot, or Maſter's Mate and the Midſhipmen, on Board any ſuch Cutter, One Eighth Part; the Second 
Maſter and Pilot, or Maſter's Mate, to have Two Third Parts thereof, and the Midſhipman to have the Remainder : But if there ſhould happen to 
be a Pilot extraordinary on Board at the making of any ſuch Seizure, the Second Maſter and Pilot, or Maſter's Mate, is, in that Caſe, to have 
One Moiety of the ſaid Eighth Part, and the other Moiety is to be equally divided between the Pilot extraordinary and Midſhipman. To the Clerk 
and Steward, Boatſwain's Mate, Gunner's Mate, Carpenter's Mate, and Surgeon's Mate, on Board any ſuch Cutter, One Eighth Part; to the Able 
Seamen, Ordinary Seamen, and all other Perſons, doing Duty and aſſiſting on Board any ſuch Cutter, Two Eighth Parts, to be equally divided 


3d, With Regard to Seizures made by Ships or Sloops of War in Conjunction with Cutters. 


THAT in all ſuch Caſes, the Moiety which is given to the Officers and Men who ſhall make ſuch Seizure, be divided into ſo many 
equal Parts, or Shares, as there may be Ships or Sloops, and Cutters concerned therein, and that thoſe Shares be diſtributed to the Officers and Men 


of the Ships or Sloops, and Cutters, according to the aforegoing Proportions. p

TO the Captain or Captains of any ſuch Ships or Sloops, who ſhall be actually on Board at the Seizure of any Smuggling V.tel, or pro- 
hibited Goods, Three Eighth Parts, to be equally divided amongſt them; to the Captains of Marines and Land Forces, Sea Lieutenants and 
Maſters, on Board any ſuch Ships or Sloops, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them; to the Lieutenants and Quarter Maſters 
of Marines, and Lieutenants, Enſigns, and Quarter Maſters of Land Forces, Boatſwain, Gunner, Purſer, Carpenter, Maſter's Mate, Surgcon 
Pilot, and Chaplain, on Board any ſuch Ships or Sloops, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them; to the Midſhipmen, Se- 
cretary to Flag Officers, Captain's Clerk, Maſter Sailmaker, Carpenter's Mates, Boatſwain's Mates, Gunner's Mates, Maſter at Arms, Corporals, 
Yeomen of the Sheets, Coxſwain, Quarter Maſters, Quarter Maſters Mates, Surgeons Mates, Yeomen of the Powder Room, and Serjeants of 


Marines or Land Forces, on Board any ſuch Ships or Sloops, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them ; to the Trumpeters, Quarter 
Gunners, Carpenter's Crew, Steward, Cook, Armourer, Steward's Mate, Cook's Mate, Gunſmith, Cooper, Swabber, Ordinary Trumpeter, Barber,

2d, With Regard to Seizures made by the Officers and Men of Cutters, commanded by Lieutenants. 


TO the Lieutenant commanding ſuch Cutter, who ſhall be actually on Board at the Seizure of any Smuggling Veſſel, or prohibited Goods, One 
Half Part: To the Second Maſter and Pilot, or Maſter's Mate and the Midſhipmen, on Board any ſuch Cutter, One Eighth Part; the Second 
Maſter and Pilot, or Maſter's Mate, to have Two Third Parts thereof, and the Midſhipman to have the Remainder : But if there ſhould happen to 
be a Pilot extraordinary on Board at the making of any ſuch Seizure, the Second Maſter and Pilot, or Maſter's Mate, is, in that Caſe, to have 
One Moiety of the ſaid Eighth Part, and the other Moiety is to be equally divided between the Pilot extraordinary and Midſhipman. To the Clerk 
and Steward, Boatſwain's Mate, Gunner's Mate, Carpenter's Mate, and Surgeon's Mate, on Board any ſuch Cutter, One Eighth Part; to the Able 
Seamen, Ordinary Seamen, and all other Perſons, doing Duty and afliſting on Board any ſuch Cutter, Two Eighth Parts, to be equally divided 


amonglt them. 


3d, With Regard to Seizures made by Ships or Sloops of War in Conjunction with Cutters. 


THAT in all ſuch Caſes, the Moiety which is given to the Officers and Men who ſhall make ſuch Seizure, be divided into ſo many 
equal Parts, or Shares, as there may be Ships or Sloops, and Cutters concerned therein, and that thoſe Shares be diſtributed to the Officers and Men 


of the Ships or Sloops, and Cutters, according to the atoregoing Proportions. 


And His Majeſty doth hereby further order, direct, and appoint, That in caſe any Seizures ſhall be made in any of the Colonies Abroad, belong- 
ing to the Crown of Grea? Britain, by His Majeſty's Ships or Veſſels, being Part of the Squadron, or acting under the Orders of a Flag Officer, or 
a Commodore, with a Captain under him, ſuch Flag Officer or Commodore, ſhall have One Fourth Part of the other Moiety of the 1aid Seizure, 
which is directed by Act of Parliament to be paid into the Reccipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer: And in caſe any Sea Captain, Inferior Commiſ- 
ſion or Warrant Sea Officers, belonging to any ſuch Ship or Veſſel, for whom any Shares of Seizures are hereby allowed, be abſent at the Time 
of making ſuch Seizure, the Share of ſuch Sea Captain, Inferior Commiſſion or Warrant Sea Officer, ſhall be caſt into the Shares hereby allowed 
to the Trumpeters, Quarter Gunners, Carpenter's Crew, Steward, Cook, Armourer, Steward's Mate, Cook's Mate, Gunſmith, Cooper, Swabber, 
Ordinary Trumpeter, Barber, Able Seamen, Ordinary Seamen, and Marine or other Soldiers, and all other Perſons doing Duty or aſſiſting on 
Board any ſuch Ship or Veſſel, to be equally divided amongſt them. Provided, That if any Officer or Officers, on Board of any ſuch Ship or 
Sloops, at the Time of making ſuch Seizures, ſhall have more Commiſſions or Offices than One, he or they ſhall be entitled only to the Share, 
which according to the abovementioned Diſtribution, ſhall belong to his or their reſpective ſuperior Commiſſions, or Offices. And the Right Honour- 
able the Lords Commiſſioners of His Majeſty's Treaſury, and the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, are to cauſe His Majeſty's Pleaſure hereby 


fignified, to be duly complied with. i
